MARVELOUS NEW CANNON. 


Invention of Norwegian Pby§Icl»t May 


Kevolutlunlre Warfare. 


BERLIN, May S.—Professor K. Birke- 


land. the Norwegian physicist, has been 
in Berlin recently for 
the purpose of 


demonstrating the powers of his electro- 
•magnetic cannon before a number of ex- 
perts in electrical artillery. The results 
of (lie demonstration have been so con- 
vincing that si firm of artillery manu- 
facturers has offered to buy the inven- 
tion for immediate exploitation, provid- 
er! ,1'rofessor HirUcland will increase the 
length of the pipe used in tha trials so 
that it will throw a projectile weighing 
two tons a distance of twelve miles. 


Theoretically, tho device can throw a 


projectile weighing two tons a distance j 
o.' ninety miles, or even further, by suf- ' 
liciently prolonging the tube. The prin- 
ciple upon which the new gun acts has 
not been made public, but it is known 
that the projectile is expelled from an 
ordinary cast iron tube thickly wrapped 
with copper wire. This tube 
can 
of 


course be made more cheaply than the 
cannon now in use. No explosive gases 
result from the discharge of the new 
gun, 


Professor Birklnnd's invention ha.s stir- 


red up great interest among technic.il 
observers, some of whom are of the opin- 
ion that, it signifies a greater revolution 
in fighting material than that- brought 
about by the discovery of gunpowder.

Guatemala, April 24—For .nearly a week 
arthquiUccs have 'bean tumbling .down 
ities. towns and villages on the western 
lope of the Sierras in' this republic. 
On the night'of'ApriMS,.at. the capi- 


al, a blinding flash of lightning, followed 
y a thunder storm a^nd torrents of rain, 
il in the space of a few minutes, caused 
ho, people iu the streets to rush for 
heller. 
In an iijetant, however, the 


nrtbquake wns uyon them. 
Rushing frantically into the darkness 


\nd'- through the flooded streets, any- 
vherc from the straining rafters 
and 


Tackling walls, ran -the multitude, cry- 
iig, praying and trying to sing the 
Salve Regina. 


The following shocks were less severe 


ind by 10 o'clock many of the inhabi 
bants wero wanderiijg'about, examining 
he walls of the caf&dral of Santa Te- 
ro.-a. la RecollfCtion, and other churches 
vhich were more or less damaged. 


News soon began to come in from the 


hill country, where Quezaltenogo is situ 
ited. This, the second city of the repub- 
ic, suffered by far the most. Hundreds 
of residences arid public buildings were 
either i totally destroyed or seriously 
daniagecl. The very narrow streets, of- 
:en -not over three or four yards wide 
ind the irregular manner in which the 
;own is built served to'make death traps 
of the housos, so although -not half of 
:ne- debris ^ias yet been removed fully 
200 bodies- have been recovered, 
and 


many, persons were badly injured. Fire 
as well as flood, added to the-horror of 
the night, with the result that many 
people have gone insane and 
others 


have committed suicide. 


Amatitlan, San Juan,'- San Mnricos, 


Kseuintla, Santa Lucia, Utntlau and sov- 


ral other smaller towns have been part- 
ly ruined. Still very few lives, consider- 
the extent of the disaster., have been 
lost. '

.The sessions of tho National Congress 


at Guatemala City havp'l>f«pn''s1ispcnded. 
The meetings of th'o'-national commis- 
sion for the Louisiana Purchase exposi- 
tion, which Comrfiissioner Chandler at- 
tended *bv special invitation, were con- 
tinued without interruption for two 
hours, though the earthquake shocks 
made the large crystal chnndelicr of the 
palace swing like pendulums over 
the 


heads of the commissioners. 
Approxi- 


mately 50,000 have boon loft homeless, 
and public as well as private subscrip- 
tions arc being raised to prevent the 
poor people from starving.

LONDON, May S.—Andrew Carnegie, 


who sailed from New" York April 30 on 
the steamer St. Louis, arrived here, today 
and promptly proceeded to console Great 
Britain on the subject of the shipping 
combine, by saying there was no cause 
for alarm. 


"To combine the shipping traffic," said 


Mr. Carnegie, "is' a big order. There is 
free right of way on the ocean and the 
tramp steamers are always with us. The 
merger may give regular daily sailings 
to passengers, which would be advantag- 
eous. I am not in the navigation syn- 
•dicaic, having retired from business and. 
reformed, so cannot advise you as to 
-the exact character and bearing of the 
combination. But in my opinion, the eom- 
bifie is purely a matter of money mak-

me else, and there is ground for this 
iclief." 


HIS OPINION OF TRUSTS. 


Concerning trusts, generally, Mr. Car- 


negie said: ' 


"No one will long be allowed to enjoy 
xceptional returns. 
Counter combina- 


tions ^yill be formed and competition and 
kjuairreling will follow." 


When- asked a question by a reporter 


of the Westminster Gazette, regarding 


'resident Roobcvelts attitude, Mr. Car- 


negie said: 


"If President lloosevclt thought any 


trust was calculated to conflict with the 
welfare, of the nation he could be relied 
upon to protect the people; but except 
,n the case of railroads, f do not think 
.egislation wilt, be needed. Congress may- 
is the railroad rates before lung." 


After a reference to the booming of 


the steel combine, saying 
the United 


States was too prosperous to have any 
surplus stock of steel 
for shipment 


abroad and alluding to the development 
of other lands, Mr. Carnegie reiterated 
to Mie interviewed his belief that Great 
Britain, in tho future, would form a 
state in the American federation. 


"You must some day,'' he said, "turn 


vour face to your kin beyond the sea. 
You are not to be a European power in 
the future but arc to join with your own 
race in the west. Fortunately, the feel- 
ing toward the old home was never so 
cordial as now, and race patriotism has 
taken root."

On tills account he was released 
from custody in the United States court 
at Milwaukee yesterday and left the 
Federal building with 
his brother. It 


will be remembered that Gasper was cm- 
ployed as corema-ker at the Belle City 
Malleable Iron corn-puny. In February 
he endeavored to cash checks he found 
in letters just north of the city, on.the 
C. & N. W. K. E. tracks, intended for de- 
livery at South Milwaukee. 


He was examined before Commissioner 


Bloodgood last week, and did the unusu- 
al -by freely'admitting that he had done 
everything charged against him, and not 
attempting to conceal anything. He was 
not the least disturbed by his arrest and 
acted as though it were a part of bis 
daily duties to appear in court. He was 
allowed to go on his own recogni/ancc, 
K. J. Henning, assistant United States 
district attorney, says he was informed 
by Casper's brother that the young mau, 
,-ho is 23 years old, will probably be 
taken to the asylum again.

WASHINGTON, May 8.—Secretary 


Shaw today issued amended regulations 
governing-, the inspection of baggage of 
incomng passengers at the ports of the 
United States. The secretary also has 
prepared a circular which will be distrib- 
uted among passengers on all outgoing 
steamers giving information as specific 
as possible as to -the rates of duty on 
goods usually purchased abroad by tour- 
ists; what articles may be brought in 
free of duty, etc. Another circular is- 
sued today will be distributed at 
sea 


among incoming passengers containing 
forms of declarations 
and other infor- 


mation of which traveler? usually are in 
more or less ignorance. Another circu 
lar is addressed to collectors aJid other 
officers of the customs giving them par 
ticular instructions as to the cxamina 
tion of baggage and the courteous treat- 
ment of passengers. 


Among tho more important modifica- 


tions are the following: 


Thf- free admission of any article that 


was taken abroad as baggage, provided 
it is brought back as baggage and ac 
companies the oTvner. 


The hundred dollars exemption may 


not be; claimed on wearing apparel, ar- 
ticles of personal adornment, toilet ar- 
ticles and such other things as are com- 
monly purchased for the use of the per 
son bringing them and not for others, or 
for sale. 


The statute allows non-residents to 


bring ail wearing apparel and other per 
soiml effects in actual use and appropri 
ate to the purposes of the journey 
without regard to value. Heretofore the 
ruling has been that persons who 
spent two years or longer abroad am 
hud had a fixed plitce of abode for one 
year or more were considered non-res; 
d'fents within the meaning of the custom 
law.

Invention of Norwegian FhyalcUt May 


Revolutionize Warfare. 


BERLIN, May S.—Professor K. Birke-

It seems almost certain that, the ex- 


citement with reference to tax nmtters 
will subside, and that good judgment 
and conservative methods will prevail in 
this city. There seems to be a universal 
feeling of perfect confidence in our board 
of assessors. Mr. Liegler, Mr. Tate and 
Mr. Brooker are old hands at the busi- 
ness, and understand the city of Racine 
as few other men understand it. They 
know tha't we are a manufacturing city, 
and that values here are subject to great 
changes, due to business conditions and 
the extent to which our factories are 
employed. The cry against manufactur- 
ing institutions' and the statement made, 
by some people that they would be as- 
sessed much more heavily this year than 
ever before, does not meet with the ap- 
proval of a'single business man in this 
city, so far as the Journal is able to dis- 
cover. And there is no support to the 
other thciry that the homes of our city 
should bo assessed at an extraordinary 
high figure. The assessments heretofore 
made on home property have -been very 
high as compared with other cities of the 
state, and a large increase in these valu- 
ations would deter many of our laboring 
people from building their own homes. 
Bacine is proud of the fact that it is a 
city of home owners and not of renters, 
and this condition of things ought to be 
encouraged rather than discouraged. 


The business men of the city are alert 


to the importance of this matter of as- 
sessment. They have organized and aj>- 
.pointed an executive .committeo/nnd in- 
tend to see to it that injustice is not 
done to the city of Racine and its busi- 
ness interests. They especially insist 
that the assessors elected by the people 
of this city be permitted to make their 
assessments without being hampered or 
interfered with. There is a disposition 
on the part of the business men to fight, 
if necessary. It Is understood that the 
Citizens' organization has retained Attor- 
ney Thomas, M. Kearney to look-after 
any legal questions in this matter. Mr. 
Kearney was seen by a reporter of the 
Journal this morning, and in answer to 
a question as to what the citizens intend- 
ed to do, said: "As I understand_ it,-the 
object of the Citizens' League is to look 
after and aid in furthering the best-in- 
terests of the city generally.

It is dividends that 
count. Of 


course, every citizen worth a, cent wishes

' If Great Britain continues,, her costly 


wars for shadowy ascendency in distant 
pu-rts and the United States develops her, 
industrial army there can only be one 
result, Great Britain will have the shad- 
ow and the United States the substance.

WORK UNDERMINED HEALTH. 
For years the admiral had not been a 


strong man. lie suffered from a weak 
stomach, and incessant application to his 
naval studies. He -was ~an .exceedingly 
well read officer on naval affairs, and 'a 
close student 'in technical naval prob- 
lems. He. gave himself to these ma-ttcVs 
with a freedom that necessarily involv- 
ed sacrifice of strength.

'Hear Admiral 
Sampson was' bettcf 


known in Washington that' Admiral 
George Dewey, although, a man pf just 
as retiring a disposition. The fighting 
abilities of tho two inen -were alike. Hes- 
itancy and indecision were finalities un- 
known to either. Sampson had a life in 
many respects more remarkable than 
tliat of tho horo of Manila. 


Sampson's father was a dny laborer in 


Palmyra, N. Y., fifty years ago. The 
family existed on his scant wages. When 
the boy was born and passed the ttmo 
of 'babyhood ho split wood, raked hay 
and did chores for neighbors, the money 
which he earned going into the, common 
puvso.of the family. Ho, was so plucky 
and persistent in his search for work, sr 
thoroughly clean, that he attracted tlio 
attention of men in public life. 


Then Congressman Morgan of Wayne 


county admired him and came forward 
with an offer to give him a start. Tho 
assistance proffered was in a chance to 
try for the naval academy at Annapolis 
Ho did try, passed, went to t«h«J academy 
and graduated an honored pupil in 1SC1 
some threo years after Dc-wey's gradua- 
tion. His taciturnity bothered him ai 
that time. He 'realized that a close 
mouth mny often be a dismlvanlnge. lit 
could play tennis, and he used Iiis skil 
in this 'direction io Ic-fcl him into socia 
life and relation* with men and womp.i 
where '-he would have to talk. In this 
way he made hiiu-^elt' companionable. 


Free from the academy, he was assign 


ed to the frigate Potomac. Later he was 
returned to Annapolis as instructor, aiK 
in 1805 was executive officer of the 'Pa 
tapseo of the South Atlantic blockading 
squadron. Ho stood on the bridge o 
(he Patapnco the nig'ht of Jan. 15, 1865 
when, While dragging for torpedoes, th 
boat struck one and was instantly sunk 
Ho was thrown into the water and pick 
cd out by one of the picket boats.

Still an- 
other jeav and he went higher, to be 
chief of the bureau of naval ordnance. 


President McKinley called him to be 


president of t'ke board of inquiiy on the 
Maine disaster -and from that work he 
succeeded Admiral 8icard in-, command of 
the North Atlantic squadron. Then he 
was heard from off Havana, then '-'Garde.-.' 
nas aiid JVIatarizas, and then somewhere 
near 'to the fortifications of San Juan,, 
which his guns reduced to dust. 


HIS HOME LIFE. 


The one place Where Sampson unbent 


*.va-3 in his homo. No citizen of the Un- 
ted States 'had happier home relations 
than Sampson. He has fonr daughters 
married into the navy a.nd one into the 
army. Margaret, the oldest, is the wife 
of Lieutenant-Commander Roy Campbell 
Smith; Kate is tlie wife of Lieut, Rich- 
ard Harrison Jackson;-Hannah married 
Lieut. Wat T. Cluverius, and Olive, the 
youngest, is the wife of Lieiit. Henry H. 
Scott, of the coast artillery, now station- 
ed at Fort Hamilton. The two boys, 
Ralph and Harold, are fine, manly young- 
sters, la-and 13 years old respectively. 
Admiral Sampson was twice married. In 
18C3 he married Margaret Seton Aldrich 
of Palmyra, and in 1882, some years .after, 
her death, Elizabeth Susan Burling of 
Rochester. .The modest Sampson home 
at Glen Ridge, N. J., was a visiting place 
of the townsfolk, and Mrs. Sampson and 
the children were well-beloved there.

The assessors of Kactne who also act 


• s members of the board of review, with 
tihe mayor and city clerk, are consider- 
ably disturbed these clays and wonder 
where they are at. For services as as- 
sessors they are paid $300 per year. 
Several years ago the council passed a 
resolution to pay them us members of 
the board of review, $100 per session. 


Less than two years ngo it was dis- 


covered that the state law allowed the 
assessors, as members of the board of 
review, the s-ame salary, $300, making 
$600 in all. The members of the board 
sent a communication, to the council, 
asking that the city clerk be instructed 
to draw warrants to pay them the $300 
provided by law. 


The communication was referred 
to 


the finance committi.ee and the city at- 
torney, who in July, 1001. submitted the 
following report to the council: 


To His Honor the IVJaror and Com- 


mon Council:—Your 
committee 
on 


finance and city attorney., to whom was 
referred a communication of assessors 
requesting that the city clerk draw war- 
rants for the members of the 
board of 


review, a? provided by section 1060, re- 
vised statutes of Wisconsin, respectfully 
report and recommend that 
the 
city 


clerk draw warrants for the several 
zaembera of the board of review in ac- 
cordance with section 1060 revised stat- 
tites of Wisconsin. 


It is said that the report was based 


upon the law as laid down by the su- 
preme court in the year 1882, in the case 
of Powers va. the City of Oshkosh, in the 
58th Wis, 660. Since the above report 
and in February of this year our su- 
preme court has handed down another 
decision, Anderson vs. the City of Mil- 
waukee, which explains and modifies the 
law as laid down in Powers -vs. the city 
of Oshkosh. 


The members of the board of review 


were paid the» $300 each as per instruc- 
tions of this report. 


In the meantime James .A. Beaugrand, 


who had served many years as assessor 
and on the board of review, but 
who 


had never received the ,15300, as provided 
by law, for services as a members of the 
board of review, died. D. J. Morey was 
named as executor of his estate. On 
the above report he appficd to the coun- 
cil for several years' back pay. When 
it came up before the council, it was de- 
nied. Mr. Morcy, in behalf of the heirs, 
appealed 
to the circuit court. A few 


days ago the case was argued 
before 


Judge Belden. 


City Attorney Gillen appeared in be- 


half of the. city and claimed that 
the 


amounts were not due the Beaugrand 
heirs and that 
the members of the 


board of review could nut collect pay 
for such services under the recent hold- 
ing of our supreme court and, the fact 
that the city council had made payments 
of $10 per year to the members of the

Fnicons American Author Expires Quite 


.Suddenly in London from 


Throat Affection, 


LONDON, May 0.—Bret Harte, 
the 


American author, died here last night. 
He was born at Albany, N. Y., August 
25, 1839. 


Mr. Harte died suddenly at the Red 


House, Camber ley, near Aldershot, from 
hemorrhage., caused by an affection 
of 


the throat. 


Mr. Harte had been living quietly in 


England for ycar.s. Most of his time was 
spent in the country and when in Lon- 
don he \vas almost equally secluded, 
having few visitors to his rooms at Lan- 
caster C4ate 
and only going to the 


houses of a limited number of very inti- 
mate friends. Several months ago when 
a false report of his death was circulated 
in America, a representative of The As- 
sociated Press called at his rooms. Mr. 
Harte then appeared to be perfectly 
well. He laughed heartily and quoted 
Mark Twain's old saving about the're- 
port being greatly exaggerated. "Ex- 
cept for a Htle cold," said Mr. Harte, "1 
have no ailments or ct»«plaints. While 
I am getting to bo a pretty old man— 
pointing to his snow white hair^there 
i» life in the old dog yet/' and thereupon : 
-he lit a. cigar so large that it would have ; 
done credit to any 
of his Poker Flat 


friends. 
He was hoping, he also said, 


to du more work, but he confessed 
he 


was growing lazy. 


Mr. Harte had been 
suffering 
from 


swelled tonsils since December last but 
he did not consider the attack to be ser- 
ious. A 
week ago he went 
to visit 


friends at Camberly and was present at 
lunch, as usual, yesterday. He sudden' 
ly became ill in the afternoon, went to 
bed and died in a few hours. His end 
was peaceful. 


Bret Harte was born atAlbany, N. Y, 


August 25, 1330. In his youth he went 
to the mining fields of California and 
while there was engaged in newspaper 
work, and also served several years a.-, 
secretary of the United States mint at 
San Francisco. In 1878 he was appoint- 
ed United States consul at Cr'efeld, Ger- 
many and after that at Glasgow, Scot- 
land. Since that time, residing in Lon- 
don.

POPE SORROWS AT DEATH. 


ROME, May 6.—The pope was greatly 


distressed when informed of the death 
of Archbishop Corrigan of New York. 
His holiness had been a constant inquir- 
er for news throughout the archbishop's 
illness, sending daily to the American 
college for information regarding 
the 


sick prelate's condition. 


It has developed that Charles' Casper, 


the young man. arrested in this city by 
United 
States postal authorities, on 


charge of taking letters from the United 
States .mails and passing checks taken 
therefrom, committed the crime during 
the annual recurrence of a mental afflic- 
tion. On tliis account lie was released 
from custody in fc'he United States court 
at Milwaukee yesterd*y and left the 
Federal building with his brosher. It 
will be remembered that Gasper was em- 
ployed as corenmker at the Belle City 
Mallea-ble Iron company. In February 
he endeavored to cash checks he found 
in letters'just north of the city, on,the 
C. & N. W; R. R. tracks, intended for de- 
livery at South Milwaukee. 


He was examined before Commissioner 


Bloodgood last week, and did the unusu- 
al by freely admitting that he had done 
everything charged against him, and not 
attempting to conceal anything. He was 
not the least disturbed by his arrest and 
acted as though it were a part of his 
daily duties to a.ppear in court. He was 
all-owed to go on his own recogniza-nce. 
E. J. Henning, assistant United States 
district attorney, says he was informed 
by Casper's brother that the young man, 
who is 23 years old, will probably be 
taken to the asylum again. 


Following is. a statement made by the 


brother, and presented to the commis- 
sioner: 


"I am the brother of Charles Casper. 


In the year 1896 our father was killed 
by an accident at St. Josaphat's church 
and as a result 
of it'my 
brother 


Charles became mentally unbalanced and 
was some time;1 thereafter committed to 
the asylum for the insane at Wauwato- 
sa. He was discharged after being there 
a few months, but was recommitted at 
some later time because, as a'rule, his 
mental trouble is worse during "the 
months from January to May each year, 
and at such times he is more or less un-' 
ruly and gets-.into trouble which brings 
•him into the hands of the police. They 
know him and he is usually sent back to 
the asylum each time he is'arrested.'

The fourth letter of Senator White- 


head reveals a serious defect in the 
Stevens' primary bill, which has been re- 
ferred to previously, but not pictured in 
all the deformity which the 
skillful 


scalpel of the senator dissects. The 
first disclosed the pretended earnestness 
for an open discussion of the; measure 
by its,-introducers; the second showed 
the necessary validity of all ballots that 
of secrocy, was absent; the third proved 
the absence of that necessary freedom 
for the voter in making a choice, and 
the fonrth proceeds to present proof 
that the bill would, if law, completely 
disfranchise the independent voter. 


The sections devoted to stating the 


required percentages of the genera' vote 
a party must have to be recognized in the 
official ballot and the recital of the re- 
quirements the voters muat harp, do 
not evidence that regard the law is pre- 
sumed to have to insure the absolute 
freedom of the voter in voting for his 
choice. Xowheres can the voter be re- 
quired to disclose his preferences, a,5 this 
t>Hl compels before he can vote at the 
primary, and he must have been regis- 
tered before he can vote at the general 
election, for which the primary meeting 
provides; nowhere does 'the law com- 
mand the voter can b'e restricted to vot- 
ing for the candidates of a party who 
had prescribed percentages of the gen- 
eral vote at any previous election. A 
new party under this bill., unless it had 
polled 1 per cent of the total vote at the 
last election or 4,000 votes could not be 
represented: again the bill commanded 
that no person should vote except for 
the party he had affiliated with at some 
previous election. This is to say he 
must declare his party preference and if 
ho has none, it is not disclosed in 
the 


bill where he comes in, since evidently 
he can not vote at all. 


As the senator describes it, the voter 


comes along 
and asks for a ballot. 


Asked for his party preference, says Re- 
publican and gets his ballot. The next 
voter hails the clerk, asked for his party 
preference say.s Democratic and he gets 
his ballot. The next voter asked same 
question says Prohibition and he gets 
his. The next soys Socialist Democratic 
and he don't gf-t his, the necessary 1 per 
cent being absent. The next voter then 
steps forward and asked his party choice 
says he has none, wants to vote for whom 
he deems the best man. He gets no bal- 
lot, since the Stevens bill contained no 
provision for such an occurrence as an 
independent voter. 


But to add insult to injury the ex- 


planation of these features by a friend 
of the bill claims there is no prescrip- 
tion, but in view of the positive require- 


* ments of the sections on this subject 


sections 5, 13 and 16, no voter can vote 
at the primary unless he does belong to 
some paa-ty that cost 1 per cent of the 
vote at the last general election, and 
furthermore section 16.declares, "At any 
prirna,r3r election no person shall vote 
any ticket but that of the party with 
which he affiliates. 
!Now this voter can 


not vote at the general election unless 
registered, and he can only be registered 
at the primary which denies him any 
such right unless he can affirm he be- 
longs 
to some 
regular 
organization. 


The injury is in the observation that a 
party in order 
to receive recognition 


under this primary measure, ought to 
be something more than a fc>\v voters 
with large aspirations." This remark 
•>Vo"uld apply to elections in the south, 
but not in the free north. Again this 
defender of the 
measure declares that 


"the 
boast of the independent floater 


thatVne votes for only the person whpin 
he- regards as the best man on a nomina- 
tion: ticket, regardless of party politics, 
is a public confession 
of weak 
judg- 


ment." 


The morals of the men who would 


thus ostracize the independent voter, 
political morals, of course, is seen. If 
thia class of voters be thus thrown out, 
as this supporter of the governor's ideas 
clearly intimates should be the caae, is 
there a,•limit to which this sort of mor- 
als can foe confined? If the independent 
voter is a confession of weak judgment; 
if a party of less than the required 4,000 
votes is condemned, as it is in the lan- 
guage "A party to receive recognition 
ought 
t<5 be composed of something 


, more' than a few voters of large aspira- 


tions," then is there any limit to which 
the'men who endorse the primary ideas 
of Governor La Follotte may not aspire 
•to overthrow the American citizen who 
does not believe us lie does, or who has 
not seen fit to always rote the same 
party ticket, or who asserts his indepen- 
dence. It is surely no crime to be inde- 
pendent, and it is this very vote politi- 
cal parties most fervidly appeal to in 
state and> national elections, fer if net, 


why then the floods of political matter? 
If men are, through primary election re- 
form, compelled to swear tlrey will vote 
the same ticket in the -general election, 
why then any campaign committes, why 
any campaign work at all; why, indeed, 
any attempt whatever to appeal to vot- 
ers? 


Precisely the same provision contained 


in the Stevens measure, was some, years 
ago, contained in a California 
primary 


law and wa-s declared as being unconsti- 
tutional by the supreme court 
of the 


state. 


SENATOR WmTjEHJBAD'S THIRD 


The second letter of Senator White- 


head clearly demonstrated the uneonsti- 
tutioiiality of the Stevens primary elec- 
tion bill in that the requisite essential 
•'that of secrecy, was absent. If the first 
Showed the bill wa-s entirely foreign to 
the purpose of the convention in adopt- 
ing the primary plank, the third letter 
effectively demonstrates that the 
bill 


would, if a law, set up -a machine the 
people would be powerless to cope with. 


The method of selecting candidatas by 


petition of itself removed the voter of 
all trouble in making a choice such as 
was pretended would be the caae under 
a primary law. In entering the tiooth 
he would be confronted with a- mass of 
names not one of which but. was the 
choice by petition of a very small per- 
centage of the voters, 2 per cent, while 
the candidates for state offices were but 
the choice of 2 per cent of the voters in 
twelve counties of the entire seventy- 
one 'of the state. It will be understood 
these candidates thus chosen by the sup- 
pressed choice of the voters, for no oth- 
er name can be properly applied, were to 
be voted for at the polls later on, the 
primary taking tae place of the conven- 
tion. 


The platform was thus nullified 'for it 


can hardly be alleged through a system 
of selecting candidates by this manner 
of petition the voters had any such free 
choice as the constitution of the state 
gives them. It is demonstrable besides 
that a few men in every county would be 
able to s«t up a m-achine, because for 
one thing, the machinery to get peti- 
tion-.s would naturally be conducted by 
interested parties, a citizen 
generally 


Avould not' take the trouble of hunting 
up signatures for persons their personal 
choice had been 
decided upon. There 


would be personal machines everywhere, 
and as to the petitions in no wise would 
signatures come from all localities alike, 
but could come from any part of the 
electors and from any part of the dis- 
trict. Thus as Mr. Whitehead says, the 
candidates would be elected in the same 
manner and could not be representative 
rtion. Candidates chosen by convention 
are chosen by delegates from every part 
of the state, and if county officials from 
every part of the county, but in no man- 
IHT could the choice made under the un- 
constitutional methods prescribed by the 
Stevens bill be so regarded. The senator 
•ivcll describes the personal machine that 
would under any such law take the place 
of the present methods. Names obtain- 
ed by petition would be easily obtained 
since there were no restrictions other 
than the necessary 2 per cent and in the 
case of state officials names from twelve 
counties out of the seventy-one. 


The Stevens measure gave no such ex- 


pression of the people's will as is pre- 
tended they would lra/ve by a direct vote" 
but a direct vote had tinder any sucli 
machinery and methods as provided by 
the bill in question would he the veriest 
farce. It would bo the choice . of the 
personal machine!', ratified by the tiat of 
the law. 


The conclusion of the able senator that 


the bill with provisions of section 5 in- 
cluded, "was neither the performance of 
a party pledge nor in keeping with our 
constitutional methods, nor wholesome 
from the standpoint of those who believe 
in political parties," will be aiso the con- 
clusion of every citizen who will' ser- 
iously take this matter under consider- 
ation. It was to be an election by vir- 
tue of individual action instead of party 
action and this individual action, that of 
concentrated numbers of petitioners in 
a few localities. 


All candidates would be political beg- 


gars of necessity under the terms of the 
law, 
or else candidates of persons .suffi- 


ciently interested to pay for solicitors to 
travel the country for names, and these 
could be bunched 
up for 
convenience. 


The choice of the voter under this form 
of law would bo but the choice of the in- 
ner machine for certainly 'it can be call- 
ed but little else. Under this proposed 
system as the senator says officers would 
be ejected by a part of the electors in a 
part of the state or district and this has 
not been adopted as a part of our polit- 
ical system. 


Oim RBUVTlOiVS -WITH CUBA. 


Tliefe is a difference of opinion as to 


the international effect of our placing 
Cuba upon the list of nations to -whom 
we may send firat-claas embassies. Con- 
gress hag seen fit and the president 
to 


concur with the sending to Cuba of an 
envoy extraordinary and minister pleni- 
potentiary with the customary legation 
staff. The objections being made are 
not on account of the expense, but for 
the reason our relations with Cuba are 
not of that order that calls for any such 
diplomatic relations. The claim is made 
Cuba is 'in fact but a dependency, and 
that the Platt amendments in which 
Cuba fully concurred make a mockery 
of this (jmbassador business. 


Every 
essential power to sovereign 


acts Cuba finds beraelf deprived of, for 
the noted Fiatt amendments 
forbid 


things that sovereign nations should 
brook any question of. The opinion of 
many who have looked further in this 
matter \* tluit the nu-tltod congress has 
adopted is but sowing- the seeds for fu- 
ture trou/ble and lots of it, and that the 


better thing to nave done w^ould "have 
bfecn (but the sending of a consul general 
or something modest like that to the isl- 
and and not making • Cuba , a first-class, 
sovereign nation, which it clearly Is not. 
. The Chicago Inter Ocean, discusses 
this matter with, the object of seeking- 
the highest interest of the country, and 
entirely divesting itself of any politics, 
though, this paper is probably as radical 
a Republican -paper as anywhere exists, 
says t

• ' . - • ' 


"By the Platt amendment, incorporat-: 


ed by -the Cubans in their constitution, 
Cuba has been made a. dependency -of 
the United States. 
Cuba's power to 


make treaties and to incur debts ia 
strictly .limited and subject to the super- 
vision of the United States. Cuba has 
even agreed that this nation may in 
tervene to regulate her local 
govern- 


ment. 


"Yet in the face of these facts it is 


proposed-to recognize Cuba as an inde- 
pendent and sovereign state—as much 
our equal as Great Britain or -Franco or 
Germany or Russia—by empowering to 
her a minister and thus establishing her 
right to receive and send diplomatic en- 
voys. 


If this proposal 'be enacted into law 


by congress and approved by the presi- 
dent this government will be placed in 
an untenable diplomatic position in 
Cuba. While asserting Cuba's depen- 
dence in one document we shall be con- 
ceding her independence in another. 
And 'we shall leave it open to other na- 
tions to take whichever view of the case 
will be the more advantageous to them 
and more detrimental to us. 
- 


"By recognizing Cuba as, our equal in 


sending her a minister we virtually nul- 
lify the Platt amendment and authorize. 
every other nation to deal with her as 
an equal and to resent any future inter- 
vention on our-part, no matter how 
necessary to our interests and our safe- 
ty. We let go of Cuba and throw away 
in Cuba most of the fruits of our 
war 


with Spain. 


"We should recognize the fact that 


we cannot always conduct our diplomacy 
by main strength and awkwardness.' 
We-must recognize .that situations may 
easily arise in Cuba wh«n wo1 will either 
have to make most humiliating submis-' 
sions or fight again. We must, for our 
own safety, 
be diplomatically right 


sometimes. And to send a minister to 
Cuba is to pnt ourselves- absolutely in a 
false diplomatic position. 


PJBJfSIOXS FOR 
I'MOtf 
VETERANS. 


Now that old age «nd disease 
are 


driving many of the old union veterans 
to apply for pensions, who as yet have 
held back, the country is notified that 
al! such may 'take warnings, for there is 
to be a limit to the granting of further 
pensions at Washington. The granting 
of pensions has been in progress 
for 


thirty years, and such has been the 
number that a round $140,000.000 is re- 
quired annually, with the total number 
of pensioners a round million. There is 
left, however, man? thousands of union 
veterans, among whom arc large num- 
bers just as entitled to the favors of the 
naition as the others, and the question 
may be aakcd of tho^e in power at 
Washington, why deny to our old veter- 
ans a nation's justice dealt out to those 
as in the years gone by? 


Yet the country is informed from now 


on, just as if there had been no guard 
before, all pensions coming in under the 
private door, otherwise known ns pen- 
sions granted by congress instead of by 
the pension officer, wil be most strictly 
.scrutinized. The usual mini ml announce- 
ment is made the congressional pension 
committee will consider only the most 
meritorious cases and that the closest 
scrutiny will be given to every case intro- 
duced. This is right, of course, and pro- 
per, of course, but the question arises, 
lias, not this been the case in the past, 
and if it h^s not, why should now, after 
a. million of soldiers, private and officers, 
have been pensioned, the .lines drawn 
tight and the country told no more 
would be granted only after the closest 
scrutiny, thus admitting pensions have 
been granted in past years at 
the ex- 


pense of tncritorotis cases, who have held 
back through modesty or other reasons, 
but who now in advancing years are ap- 
plying for relief, only to be told, halt 
until WR can see how much of a liar you 
are. The best thing congress can do ia 
to pass a service pension law to escape 
the odium of subjecting union soldiers, 
who have not hitherto applied for a pen- 
sion, to the suspicion they are trying to 
get the best of the country they sacri- 
ficed so much for a generation ago. 
It 


is not a graceful confession 
to make. 


It is right, of course, that congress or its 
agents should be sure in granting these 
pensions they should not be going to 
those undeserving, but is it right to sub- 
ject the yet living who have held loof 
•hitherto to harder espionage than has 
beeii extended to the million others. It 
is not forgotten the Cleveland adminis- 
tration incurred much odium for its tin- 
seemly wit expended by the ponderous 
Mr. Cleveland in this pension business, 
but Mr. Cleveland, after all, gave out 
no insinuation any worse than that 
now emanating from Washington, 


Give the boys yet in the land 'oif the 


living a service pension. Mnke'it'rea- 
sonable and make it to all. It is now 
about the only fair way. 


IN ANOTHER 


In the efforts of the postal department 


to eliminate the abuses known to exist' 
toy which the government is deprived of 
the revenues justly its rtuo extended to 
other features of the mail service than 
the second class matter,.1 there would be 
less of a tendency to round the corners 
too sharp upon !itojliituro,..and a better 
feeling prevailing. 
If is'right-to prevent 


undue liberties with the existing laws, 
but it is equally the duty of the depart- 
out to seek in other quarters as well for 
leaks throughwhich 
the. expenditures 


arc kept nfc so large figures. 


With every effort of the department 


to check what are deemed abuses in the 
second-class matter, there has not been 
so far, to the knowledge of the public', 
any effort to deerease the enormous 
amounts paid the transportation com- 
panies. 'This year'there? Will be appro- 
priated to these the large amount of 
$36,000,000, a good third of the total 
revenues and from no public source has 
there been evident a disposition to ex- 
amine if in this feature there exiats any 
extravagance. It should be said that in 
•addition to this $36,000,000 there will 
be also to include the1 amount of $5,000,- 
000 for rent of postal cars, in some in- 
stances the rental paid annually exceeds 
the cost of the ear itself, which on the 
face of it is unreasonable. 
From a 


speech made lately in congress ' it is 
learned that Jast year $34,000,000"- was 
paid the transportation companies, that 
is to say, the railroads, and in addition 
the sum above stated of $5,000,000 for 
postal car rental. We are paying, so 
the speech says, 8 cents per 
pound "or 


$8.00 per hundred for *n average dis- 
tance of 442 miles, being 50 per cent 
higher, it is 'stated, than that charged 
by the roads for any other kind of 
freight, and at the same time being SO 
per cent in excess of that charged 
for 


express matter. 


It seems that the charge is made as 


high as $20,000 per annum is paid in ren- 
tal for a single car, while the cost of 
building the car and .to equip them is 
but $17..000. Then, again, it is alleged 
the department is payingMarge'sums for 
carrying fast mails unjustified by needs 
of the public. In view or these state- 
ments made publically and in reports to 
congress it would seem something might 
be done towards saving several millions 
by cutting down the amounts paid for 
carrying the mails.

SECOXW LETTER OF SEXATOR

from the fact the requirement was made 
the voter must declare openly what tick- 
et, he intended to vote, while fch.6 plat- 
form demanded t.lie Australian 
ballot. 


The .Stevens bill did not provide for :i 
secret ballot and therefore in this fea- 
ture could not be a ballot as the consti- 
tution provides for. 


Mr. Whitehead recites the provisions 


of bhe Cooper law and the subsequent 
amendment to comply with tihe Austral- 
ian system and it was claimed the first 
Cooper law tended to disfranchise elec- 
tors a.nywuy, but one election was held 
under this law and it was amended so 
that voters could Vote a, straight ticket 
by placing but one cross at the head of 
the party group, tin? ticket being so ajr- 
ranged.

by him, having satisfied himself of the 
right of the United Stales to.construct 
and protect such, canal." 


The president also is directed to-have, 


harbors constructed at both ends of the 
canal and he is' given authority "to,em- 
ploy such agencies a-nd obtain suoh ad- 
vice as^hc shall find necessary." 


Authority is given to the president to 


determine the terms upon.'which foreign 
countries may use the canal. The aggre- 
gate cost of the canal is fixed at $180,- 
000,000 and ten million dollars is appro- 
priated for the beginning of work.

There was no enthus- 
iasm shown by the population here at 
the entry of the victorious army. 


The approach of the revolutionists to 


the- capital was 
announced after two 


days' heavy fighting between the govern- 
ment troops and the forces of Gen. Vas- 
quez, during which many were killed or 
wounded on both sides. 


When it became known here that Gen. 


Vasquez threatened to attack San Do- 
mingo the United States minister, Wil- 
liam F. Powell, as dean of the diplomatic 
corps, requested the Dominican govern- 
ment to inform hyn regarding the ar- 
rangements made to protect lie lives 
and property of foreigners here, adding 
that in case no precautions were taken 
he would consider it his duty to take 
such measures to provide for their safe- 
ty as the situation demanded. The na- 
ture of the reply of the government was 
not made public.

"Our sofdiers in the Philippines," said 
cnator CulJom, to a corespondent, 'have 


been subjected to more atrocities, per- 
haps; than any other army in the1 world, 
and it is but natural there should, be 
deep resentment 
on the part of the 


;roops and a desire to retaliate. Our 
boys have been stabbed in the back by 
supposed friendly natives,, buried alive, 
mutilated, tortured in the most fiendish 
manner, and have been subjected 
to 


ruelties :which seem beyond the concep- 
tion .of the human mind. 


"We are not a cruel people and our 


soldiers are not savages. They love fair 
treatment and respect an honorable foe. 
But when the natives of the Philippine 
slands, who pretend to be our friends, 
assassinate our soldiers it is not'strange 
there is a desire to retaliate and that 
the natives who were guilty of these 
atrocities were made to pay the penalty 
in some instances. No civilized person 
could defend th'e practice of torture un- 
der ordinary circumstances, or even un- 
der extraordinary circumstances, but 
there seems to be .some excuse for 
it 


when men 'are goaded into retaliatory 
actions by witnessing the assassination 
of their comrades. 


"I do not defend the practice of tor- 


ture, neither do I defend the practice,of 
firing in the rear upon men who are do- 
ing their duty to their nation and are 
giving up their lives. I have no patience 
with copperheads. They are a disgrace 
to the nation. Our people have no use 
for them., and if the Democrats think, 
they will (benefit by trying to blacken 
the illustrious 
achievements 
of 
the 


American ;arrny they are much mis- 
taken. We have been silent under the 
senseless attacks, but the country be- 
came uneasy and was asking us if the 
army of today is made up of cutthroats 
and blackguards. 


The army needs, no defense, but' the 


time is now past when we should sit in. 
silence and listen to outrageous insults 
heaped upon the service whicli.has al- 
ways reflected renown upon the nation. 
As these attacks continued it was .de- 
cided to show the country the facts in 
the case and let the people know what 
our men have suffered and let them de- 
cide whether or not the few instances of 
torture were justified.''

"Fire in the Rear" Policy a Losing 


One for Democrats. . 


So Say* Gorman—President a»d Hanna 


No Longer Fear DIscloinr«» 


Upon Public Opinion. 


Walter Wellman in Record-Herald: 


No question has been ao much discussed 
in Washington of late as the probable 
political effect of the agitation over the 
Philippines. 
Some Democrats have be- 


lieved they had struck a winning lead in 
this matter, and were quite jubilant over 
the outlook.. For a time the administra- 
tion and leading Republicans were nerv- 
ous, fearing the country might become 
so disgusted with the whole Philippine 
business as to lead to the reversal ,-of 
the policy at next fall's elections. Now 
the tide appears to have turned. 


Your correspondent has secured ex- 


pressions from such eminent party lead- 
ers as President Roosevelt and Senator 
Hanna, speaking for the Republicans, 
and Senator-elect Gorman, speaking for 
the Democrats. President Roosevelt no 
longer has any fear of the effect of the 
Philippine disclosures upon public opin- 
ion, and frankly says so to his callers. 
In his opinion the "fire in the rear" 
never won in this country, and never 
can win." 


"It is a good thing for the Republican 


party,' 'said Senator Hanna. "The Dem- 
ocrats started out to make votes and 
they have lost votes. The people of the 
United States will never stand a politi- 
cal attack upon the men who wear our 
uniform and carry our flag in the field. 
The Democratic senators have blundered 
and they know it." 


In conversation with two or three of 


the younger Democratic senators who 
have taken the lead in this campaign 
Senator-elect Gorman 3s credibly report- 
ed to have said: 


"It is a foolish and a losing game. It 


is idiotic. You can't carry the country 
by seeming to attack the army,'and all 
your disclaimers that you arc not at- 
tacking the army do not amount to 
anything. The people think you 
are, 


and that does the mischief."

WASHINGTON, - May 
8.— Secretary 


Shaw today, issued amended regulations 
governing, the inspection of baggage of 
incomng passengers at the ports of the 
United States. The secretary also has 
prepared a circular 'which will be distrib- 
uted among passengers on all outgoing 
steamers giving information as specific 
'as possible as to the rates of duty on 
goods usually purchased abroad by tour- 
ists; what articles may be brought in 
free of duty, etc. Another circular- is- 
sued today will be distributed at 
sea 


among incoming passengers 
containing 


'forms of declarations and other infor- 
mation of which travelers usually are in 
more or less ignorance. 
Another circu- 


lar is addressed to collectors and other 
officers of the customs giving them par- 
ticular instructions as to the examina- 
tion of baggage and the courteous treat- 
ment of passengers. 


Among the more important modifica- 


tions are the following: 


The free admission of any article that 


was taken, abroad as baggage, provided 
it is brought back as baggage and ac- 
'companies the owner. 
' 


The hundred dollars exemption may 


not bo claimed on wearing apparel, ar- 
ticles of personal adornment, toilet ar- 
ticles and such other things as are com- 
monly purchased for the use of the per- 
son bringing them and not for others, or 
for sale. 


The statute allows fton-residents" to 


bring ail 'wearing apparel and other per- 
sonal effects in actual use and appropri- 
ate ' to the purposes 
of the .journey, 


without regard to value. Heretofore the 
ruling has been that persons who had 
spent two years or longer abroad and 
•had "had a fixed place of abode for one 
year or inore were considered non-resi- 
dents within the meaning of the customs 
law: The recent instructions -includes
